That in such cases, the assessors of real property 
in their several districts, may and they are hereby required, 
when apiHraising any such section, tract, or lot, or part thereof, 
so subdivided as aforesaid, to cause the said section, or such 
parts thereof as may be necessary, to be accurately platted 
and laid out into such subdivisions as the different titles to the

To authorize gnardiana to lease the real estate of their wards, in certain 

cases. 

Section 1* Be it enacted iy the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio J That the gaardian of the person and estate, or 
estate only, of any minor may be authorized by the probate 
court, to lease upon such terms, and for such period of tLme, 
not exceeding the minority of the ward, any lands belonging 
to such ward supposed to contain petroleum, coal, rock or 
carbon oil, or other valuable volatile substances, or coal, ores 
or other valuable minerals, for the purpose of boring, exca- 
vating, mining for, and removing the same* 

Sec. 2. Applications for authority to so lease the lands of 
such ward shall be by petition to the probate court of the 
county where such lands are situate, which petition shall set 
forth a description of the land, the prospect of its containing 
any of the substances or minerals mentioned in the foregoing 
section, and in what quantity, and the probable cost of devel- 
oping and bringing the same to the surface ; the age and plaoe 
of residence of the ward, and praying for an order to lease the 
said lands for the purpose mentioned in said foregoing section^ 
which petition shall be verified by the affidavit of said guar- 
dian. 

Sec. 3. Upon the filing of such petition, the court shall 
order the petitioner to give notice to his ward, who shall be 
defendant to said petition, of the filing and prayer thereof, and 
the time the same will be heard, in such manner as the court 
shall deem reasonable and proper.

Sec. 6. Upon the report of said freeholders being returned 
to and filed with said court, if said court shall be of opinion 
that it will be to the advantageof said ward to lease said lands 
for such mining purposes, such court shall order such guardian 
to lease the same upon such terms as said court may direct, 
which terms shall not be less favorable for said ward than 
those recommended by said freeholders. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any proceeds, rents, or profits arising 
from such lease shall come into the hands of any such guar- 
dian, he shall within six months thereafter return to said pro- 
bate judge the probable amount of such proceeds, rents and 
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profits, which shall come into his hands under said lease, and 
the probate judge shall require such additional bond from said 
guardian as may be necessary for the ample and complete 
security of the ward.

Section 1. Be it enacted hy ike OenercU Assembly of the 
State of Ohio^ That section one of the above recited act be 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. That it shall be lawfal for the boards of com- 
missioners of the several counties within this state to alter 
or change the boondaries of any township or townships, or 
partition any township or townships among other townships 
within their respective counties by attacMng a part of one 
township to another, or by dividing one township and attach- 
ing the parts to other townships, or by laying off and desig- 
nating a new township from the territory of one or more 
townships of the same county, whenever it shall be made to 
appear necessary or expedient, by a petition for that purpose 
signed by a majority of the householders residing within the 
bounds of the respective townships to be effected by such 
partition or division : provided that at least thirty days pre- 
vious notice of such intended application shall be first given 
by advertisement at three public places within the bounds of 
the territory proposed to be partitioned, altered or changed, 
and the commissioners shall cause the boundaries of such 
township or townships, so changed or altered, to be recorded 
in a book to be kept for that purpose, and shall give to every 
new township so laid off such appropriate name as they may 
think proper: provided, that no two townships in any county 
shall be incorporated by the same name. 

Sec. 2. The funds in any township treasury at the time 
of said division or partition shall be apportioned to the town- 
ship to which the same may be attached in proportion to the 
amount thereof collected from such att>ached portion.

For the relief of the poor. 

SEijOyiON 1, Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio^ That the trustees of each township in this state 
shall afford^ at the expense of their township, public suppoit 
or relief to all persons therein, who may be in condition re- 
quiring the same, subject to the conditions, provisions and 
imitations of this act. 
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OP LEGAL SBTTLEUIENTS. 

Sbc. 2, Every person shall be considered to have obtained What deem- 
a legal settlement in any township in this state in which he f^melS^ ^^^^ 
or she shall have continuously resided and supported himself ™ ^ * 
or herself for twelve consecutive months without relief under 
the provisions of this act, subject to the following exceptions, 
viz.: 

1st. An indented servant or apprentice legally brought into 
this state, shall be deemed to have obtained a legal settle- 
inient in any township in which such servant or apprentice 
shall have served his or her master or mistress for one year 
continuously. 

2d. The wife or widow of any person whose last legal set- 
tlement is or was in any township in this state, shall be con- 
sidered to be legally settled in the same township ; but, if she 
shall not have obtained a legal settlement in this state, then 
she shall be deemed to be legally settled in the place where 
her last legal settlement was previous to her marriage. 

Sbo. 3. The settlement which a person has or shall have 
legally obtained in any township, shall continue to be therein 
until he or she shall have obtained a legal settlement else- 
where. 

DUTIES OF TRUSTEES.

Whenever it shall have been ascertained by tho RemoYal of 
trustees of any township that any pauper therein has a legal pauper from 
settlement in ^ome other township of this state, it shall be to auoSer"^ 
their duty, as soon as they shall have learned in what county 
such township is situated, to cause a notice of the fact to be 
placed in the postoffice, addressed to the trustees thereof, if 
tiieir address be known ; also a like notice addressed to the 
auditor of such county, enclosing a postage stamp, who shall, 
upon receipt thereof, forward the same forthwith to such 
trustees.

Sec. 12. That all gifts, grants, devises and bequests, that Trustees may 
now are, or hereafter shall be made, of any houses, lands, ^^^7%^ 
tenements, rents, goods, chattels, sum or sums of money, to JSeof pCor.

ed to be left, chargeable with the support or maintenance of

and pay fifty dollars for every person so left or attempted to

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the Oeneral Assembly of the qy^j,^ ^f 
/State of Ohio^ That there shall be elected in the state of Ohio, preme coiut 
by the quaMed electors thereof, on the second Tuesday of 
October, in the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
five, and triennially thereafter on said day, one clerk of the 
supreme court of Ohio, who shall hold his office for three 
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years, if so long he behave well, and nntil his saocessor be 
elected and qualified ; provided, that in. case a vacancy shaU 
occur in said office, by death, resignation or otherwise, which 
vacancy shall have been filled as hereinafter provided, an 
election for said clerk shall be held at the regular October 
election next ensuing after such vacancy shall have occurred. 

Seo. 2. That said clerk so elected shall, before entering 
ux>on the duties of his office, take an oath or affirmation, 
before some officer duly qualified to administer such oath or 
affirmation, that he will truly and faithfiQly enter and record 
all orders, decrees, judgments, and proceedings of said 
supreme court, which he may by law be required to enter and 
record, and to faithfully and impartially discharge and per- 
form all the duties of his said office, oecoTdmg to the best of 
his ability and understanding ; and he shall also give bond, 
with sufficient sureties, to the state of Ohio, to be approved

thrown ; nor shall such company be authorized to injure or 
destroy any fruit or ornamental trees.

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Jyj the rules and regulations of such telegraph line, to trans- 
mit the same with impartiality and good faith under a penal- 
ty of one hundred dollars for every neglect or refusal so to do, 
to be recovered with costs of suit by civil action, in the name 
and for the benefit of the person or persons, or company send- 
ing or desiring to send such dispatch. Where the person 
sending the dispatch desires to have it forwarded over the 
lines of other telegraph companies, whose termini are respect- 
ively within the limits of the usual delivery of such companies,

Any person connected with any telegraph com- 
pany, incorporated or unincorporated, operating a line of 
telegraph in this state, either as manager, clerk, operator, 
messenger, or in any other capacity, who shall willfully di- 
vulge the contents, or the nature of the contents of any pri- 
vate communication intrusted to him for transmission or 
delivery, or who shall willfully refiise or neglect to transmit 
or deliver the same, or shall willfully delay the transmission 
or delivery of the same, with a view to injure the sender or 
intended receiver, or to benefit himself or any other person, 
shall, on conviction thereof in the court of common pleas of 
the proper county, be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall suffer imprisonment in the county jail for a term not 
exceeding three months, or shall pay a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 11. If any agent, ofSicer, or manager of any telegraph 
line operating in this state, or any other person, shall know- 
ingly transmit by such telegraph line any false communica- 
tion or intelligence, with intent to injure any one, or to specu- 
late in any article of merchandise, commerce or trade, or with 
intent that another may do so, or shall knowingly send or 
deliver any dispatch that is forged, or not authorized by the 
person whose name purports to be signed thereto, shall, on 
conviction thereof in the court of common pleas of the proper 
county, be liable for the same penalty as is provided in sec- 
tion ten of this act. 

Sec. 12. If at any time, after the erection of any line of 
magnetic telegraph upon lands held by any corporation, such 
corporation shall have occasion to use the land upon which 
any telegraph pole, pier, abutment, or other fixture has been 
erected, by virtue of the power given in this act, for any of 
the purposes authorized by their charter, it shall be the duty 
of such telegraph company to remove such pole, pier, abut- 
ment, or fixture, to such convenient place as may be desig- 
nated by the corporation requiring the use of the ground, 
upon reasonable notice given in writing, and to erect the pole, 
pier, abutment, or fixture, in such new place, so as not to in- 
terfere with the practical uses to which such corporation may 
be authorized to put such land.

works of such magnetic telegraph company, they may require 
the telegraph company, upon five days' notice in writing, to 
repair such decayed or defective works ; or in case the danger 
is imminent, so as not to admit of delay, such corporatiou 
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may, without notice, repair such defect and recover the ex- 
penses thereof, with costs of suit, before any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction.

The names of soldiers and marines who have fam- 
ilies residing in said ward, township, or election district, 
without regard to what portion of the state of Ohio said sol- 
dier or marine entered the service or was credited ; designat- 
ing in said return the said families residing thereiu wheti 
such soldier or marine entered the service, the families that 
have removed therein since entry into service, and the plaoB 
j&om which they have come, and also the families that have 
removed from such ward, township, or district since the lasl 
enumeration. 

Third. In the return of families, he shall give the numbei, 
sex and ages, naming such as are necessitous ; but he shall 
not include the family of any soldier or marine who has been 
dishonorably discharged the service, or is a deserter ther^ 
from. 

Fourth. The term family shall be construed to mean only 
a wife, dependent minor child or children, dependent parent 
or parents, sister or sisters. 

Fifth. In enumerating soldiers, the said assessor shall give 
the company and regiment to which they belonged in the ser- 
vice. An accurate copy of said enumeration shall be prompt- 
ly made by said oficer, under oath, to the trustees of said 
ward, township, or district. The said trustees shaU Tevim 
said list, inserting such names as may have been omitted, 
and return such revised enumeration to the auditor of the 
county, on or before the fourth Monday of May, eighte^ 
hundred and sixty-five. 

Seo. 3. That it shall be the duty of the auditors of the 
several counties to fiimish to the assessors of their rosx>ective 
counties, such blanks as may be necessary for taking the 
aforesaid enumeration, together with a list of the enumera- 
tion of their respective townships, wards, or election dis- 
tricts, returned in 1864; and said auditors shall, withlh 
twenty days after said enumeration is returned to them, 
make out and forward to the auditor of state a statement 
showing the number of soldiers and marines included in said 
enumeration.

necessities of said families ; provided, that this act shall not 
be so construed as to exclude from? its benefits the families of FamUies of 
colored soldiers or marines actually in the service of the colored 
United States, or who have died or been disabled therein ; fioldioa^ 
provided, further, that the benefits of this act shall be ex- 
tended by the trustees and commissioners aforesaid, to the 
necessitous families, at the time residing in the township, 
ward, or election district, of all soldiers or marines in the 
service of this state or the United States, and who were resi- 
dents of this state at the time of their enlistment, without 
regard to the locality from where such soldier entered the 
service, or to which he may be credited ; and provided, fiir- 
ther, that the governor may, in his discretion, where he is (xovemor 
satisfied that the objects to be secured by this act, may be ™^_*???!?^* 
more fully attained thereby, appoint two or more persons in 
any county as ** commissioners of the soldiers' relief fund," 
or two or more persons in any township, ward, or election 
district, as **' trustees of the soldiers' relief fund," who shall 
take an oath, and give bond in like manner as the commis- 
sioners of counties, or the trustees of townships, are required 
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to do by la^, and who shall be clothed with the same powers 
under this act, as given to county commissioners and town- 
ship trustees respectively ; provided, however, that such rea- 
sonable proportion of said fund shall be appropriated and 
applied under the restrictions and limitations aforesaid, to 
the relief of indigent and dependent soldiers and marines 
within the several counties, who, by reason of disease con- 
tracted, or wounds received in said service, are unable to 
support themselves. 

The receipt of a pension by the widow or family 
of a deceased soldier or marine, shall not exclude said widow 
or family from the benefits of this act, nor shall the posses- 
sion of any unproductive property, or the ownership or occu- 
pancy as a home, of any otherwise unproductive tenement, 
or estate, by any such family, be considered an exclusion, nor 
shall any such family be required to sell or dispose of any 
such property, or any articles, necessary to their support and 
comfort, and consume the proceeds thereof before being en- 
titled to relief; but the trustees.may take into consideration 
all these facts in determining the necessities of such families,' 
and the amount of relief to be administered. Fo claims for 
back pay of any deceased or disabled and discharged soldier 
or marine, shall be regarded as a means of support for the 
family of such soldier or marine, until the same shall be col- 
lected from the government. 

Sec. 7. That said trustees shall, on the first Tuesday of 
April and October of each year, render an account to the 
commissioners of their respective counties, of all funds that 
have or may come into their hands under any law of this state, 
for the relief of soldiers' families, the original or a certified 
copy of which shall be filed by said commissioners with the 
auditor of the county, and the county auditor shall make an 
abstract thereof, showing the number of families relieved, the 
aggregate amount paid out for that purpose, and the amount 
levied, if any, by the board of commissioners of their respec- 
tive counties, and forthwith forward the same to the auditor 
of state; and any county auditor recei\ing such reports, who 
shall neglect or refuse to make and forward said abstract, as 
herein required, shall be subject to a penalty of two hundred 
dollars, to be assessed and collected as similar fines and pen- 
alties for neglect of official duty.

Sec. 3. That whenever said asylum is completed, the __andap- 
oounty commissioners shall appoint six judicious persons, pointaboaiil 
residents of the county, who shall form a board of directors, of directoi*. 
to take charge of and manage the affairs of said asylum, un- 
der such rules and regulations as they may establish, or shall 
be prescribed by law. The two first named directors shall 
serve for two years ; the second two for four years, and the 
third two for six years ; and as their terms of office shall ex- 
pire, their successors shall be appointed for the term of six 
years.

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Section 1, Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of OhiOy That any nnmber of persons, not less than three, may 
become a body corporate nnder the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2. That any nnmber of persons forming a company 
for the purpose of "carrying on the ferry business on any of 
the water courses in the state of Ohio, or bordering thereon, 
shall make a certificate, which shall specify as follows : First, 
the name of said company ; second, the place of canying on 
said ferry business ; and third, the amount of capital stock, 
and amount of each share ; but the capital stock in no case 
shall be less than five thousand dollars nor more than one 
hundred thousand dollars. Such certificate shall be executed 
in all respects as deeds for the conveyance of real estate, and 
shall be filed with the secretary of state, who shall record and 
preserve the same in his office, and a copy thereof, duly 
certified by him imder his official seal, shall be evidence of said 
organization, and create it a corporation under this act.

Fixing the salaries of superintendents, officers and teachers of the different 

benevolent institutions of the state. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio, That hereafter the salaries of the superintend- 
ents, officers and teachers in the different benevolent institu- 
tations of the state hereinafter named shall be as follows, to 
wit:

For one physician for each of said institutions, a sum not 
exceeding three hundred doUars per annum. 

The matrons, a sum not exceeding four hundred dollars per 
annum. 
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For the assistant matrons, a sum not exceeding three hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 

For each teacher in the institution for the education of the 
blind, a sum not exceeding ten hundred dollars per annum. 

For the superintendent of the idiotic asylum, a sum not 
eocceeding the sum of twelve hundred dollars. 

The matron, a sum not exceeding the sum of four hundred 
dollars ; and for each teacher in said idiotic asylum, a sum 
not exceeding four hundred dollars per annum. All of the 
salaries provided for in this act to be paid quarterly out of the 
state treasury on the warrant of the auditor of state.

Seotiok 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the ' 
State of Ohio^ That sections one and two of the act regulating 
the publication of the Ohio reports, be and the same are here- 
by amended so as to read as foUows : 

Section 1. That if, on or before the first day of May next, 
or next after the commencement of any term of of&ce of the 
reporter of the supreme court, he shall file his written under- 
taking with the secretary of state to publish either directly or 
through some publisher, and at his own expense and for his 
own ^nefit and advantage, the reports of cases decided by 
said court, and required by law to be reported, and to deliver 
to the secretary of state for the use of this state, three hun- 
dred and fifty copies of each volume of said reports so to be u^p^rter o€ 
published, at the price of four dollars and fifty cents for each auprem© 
oopy, then and in such case the printing of said reports shall court to hay* 
no longer constitute a part of the public printing in this exclusive 
•tate, but said reporter shall have the exclusive right to pub- li^oWo^*** 
lish said reports, and the exclusive title to the manuscript reports. 
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opinions of the judges of said court in the cases to be re- 
ported, together with the statements of such cases, and all 
other parts of the same, so far as this state ha^ the power to 
confer such exclusive right and title; provided, however, 
that the said reports shall be printed and bound in good law 
leather, in a style not inferior to volume one Ohio State Re- 
ports, and shall be in form and manner of execution similar to 
that volume ; and provided, further, that the right thus ex- 
clusively conferred upon said reporter shall not be construed 
to prevent the republication and sale of said reports by any 
person whomsoever, after one year shall have elapsed from 
the time the first publication is made by said reporter, or by 
any person under his authority. 

Section 2. Each volume of said reports shall contain all 
the cases decided at each term of said court, and which are 
to be reported, and the manuscript opinions in which shall 
have been delivered in time to the reporter by the judges, 
unless the court should be of the opinion that for the volume 
to contain all the cases aforesaid, it would thereby be too 
large, and therefore direct the reporter not to put into any 
volume more than a specified number of pages, in order to 
secure uniformity in the size of the volumes, as near as may 
be. The three hundred and fifly copies of each volume of 
said, reports to be delivered by the reporter or publisher un- 
der his authority to the secretary of state, shall be received 
by him, and paid for by the treasurer of state on the warrant 
of the auditor of state, and said copies thus delivered to the 
secretary of state shall be kept for the use of the state, ex- 
cept such number thereof as may be exchanged with other 
states for the reports of such states, but in no case shall any 
of said copies thus delivered to the secretary of state be sold 
to persons in this state, or disposed of to booksellers, or pub- 
lishers, or other persons, for sale in this state ; and neither 
the said reporter nor other persons shall make sale of said 
reports to any purchaser for use in this state, at a greater 
price than five dollars for any copy of any volume published 
under this act ; and it is further provided, as a further con- 
dition of the right of this act allowed to said reporter, that 
a volume of said reports shall be published and ready for 
sale and delivery within four months after the judges shall 
deliver to the reporter all the manuscript opinions for t±yB 
particular volume.

Wheeeas, The said board organized, and examined the 
claims presented, but some were not allowed, because of the 
insufficiency of the proof then presented, but in favor of 
which it is claimed additional and satisfactory proof can now 
be produced ; and others because they were not provided for 
in said act ; and. 

Whereas, Other claims now exist which were not presented 
to said board, and good faith on the part of the state of Oftio 
requires that all just claims against the staite, and due her citi- 
zens, shall be duly examined, audited and paid ; therefore. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the ^^^ ^ ^^_ 
State of Ohio, That the secretary of state, quartermaster gen- stitute board 
ersbl of Ohio, and adjutant general of state, be and they are of "oommia- 
hereby constituted a board of commissioners to examine, ad- sioners.

Claims for quartermasters' stores, clothing, blankets, 
riioes, caps, fuel, medicines, and other goods furnished vol« 
nnteers, on orders from commissioned officers not lower in 
rank than colonel, or other officers commanding a regiment 
in command of such volunteers, or where an entire company 
has been furnished with clothing, uniforms and blankets at 
tiie instance of the captain thereof, to be paid for at rates not 
exceeding government prices for like articles. 

Claims for necessary transportation, traveling ex- 
penses, and subsistence of such volunteers, or of militia when 
called out for the purpose of protecting the state against in- 
vasion, threatened invasion, or raid.

8th. Also for the claims for the use of grounds occupied 
under contract made by authority of the governor, or any 
military officer commanding a regiment of volunteers, and 
used for camps, and for damages thereto. 

9th. Claims for services rendered and transportation fur- 
nished under the draft of 1862, which were not rejected upon 
their merits, by the governor and other officers who were 
authorized to audit and adjust such claims by the secretary 
of war.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio, That the several county auditors in this state 
shall hereafter receive compensation per annum for their scr- 
ees as follows: In counties having by the last preceding Feesofcouu- 
enumeration of male inhabitants above the age of twenty- ^ auditors. 
one years, taken under the authorities of this state, no more 
than two thousand four hundred such inhabitants, the county 
auditor shall receive eight hundred dollars per year ; and in 
counties having more than two thousand four hundred such 
inhabitants, the auditor shall receive the like sums respect- 
ively, and in addition thereto shall receive for each year the 
sum of forty dollars for each additional two hundred such 
inhabitants above twenty-four hundred in such county ; such 
compensation to be paid out of the county treasury, on the

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of OUoy That the county treasurer, on settlement semi- Fees of cowi- 
tfnnuMy with the county auditor of the several counties in ♦y^^as^"^***- 
this state, shall be allowed as his fees for the collection, safe 
keeping and disbursement of the moneys arising from the 
assessment of taxes on the grand duplicate of the county 
(except as otherwise provided by law), on any sum so collected

To amend the sixth section of an act entitled ** an act providing for the 
appointment and more thorough system of accountability of the officers 
of the Ohio Penitentiary, fixing their compensation, prescribing their 
duties, and determining the manner of working the convicts, and re- 
pealing certain acts and parts of acts therein named," passed Maroh 
24th, 1863, as amended by the act passed March 25th, 1864, an^ to amend 
sections eight, thirteen and twenty-seven of said act, passed March 24th, 
1863. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of tiie 
State of Ohio, That said section six of said act be amended so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 6. The warden shall receive an annual compensa- 
tion tor his services, not exceeding fourteen hundred doUars ; 
the clerk shall receive an annual compensation for his service, 
not exceeding thirteen hundred doUars ; the deputy wardi^ 
shall receive an annual compensation for his servic(^, 
not exceeding twelve hundred dollars ; the steward shall re- 
ceive an annual compensation for his services, not exceedii^ 
one thousand dollars ; and each assistant keeper shall recei^sw 
a compensation not exceeding two dollars per day, except the 
night watch, who may receive two dollars and twenty cents 
per day. No person so employed shall be paid in any other 
capacity, nor shall they be entitled to or receive any perquisites 
in the shape of board, provisions, carriages, horses, or other- 
wise, either for themselves or families, unless the same shall 
be allowed by law, or shall be permitted to receive any com-

That the warden of Utte penitentiary is herei^^ 
required to receive all criminals sentenced to the penitentifliy 
by the civil or military authorities of the United States, ai^ 
to keep them at hard labor, or in solitary confinement, agree- 
ably to the order of the court pronouncing such sentence, until 
legally discharged therefrom ; and the warden shall cex&if 
the expense of every convict committed to his care under this 
section, as is required of sheriffs by the act entitled " an act 
for the confinement of prisoners under the authority of the 
United States in the jails of this state,'' and the warden shall 
be allowed to charge and receive therefor, for the use of the 
state, at the rate of forty cents per day for boaord, the actual 
cost of clothing farnished, and one dollar per month for the 
use of the prison for each of said prisoners during the time the 
same shall be confined; and prisoners confined under the 
authority of the United States shall be subject in all respects 
to the same Ixeatment as though committed under state laws.

counties through which said road passes ; such sales to be at public auction 
to the highest bidders, at some public and convenient place on the line of 
the road, first offering to sell said stocks in lots of not less than ten shares 
nor more than fifty shares, and if at said iirst offering all of said stocks be 
not bid off, said commissioners may then offer the residue of said stock in 
lots to suit purchasers at private sale : provided ftirther, that nothing 
herein contained shall be constnrued to compel the sinking fund commis- 
sioners to sell or dispose of any of said stocks for less than their &ir cash 
value, to be estimated by said sinking fund commissioners.
